Auditors’ Report

Gentlemen: 


The Auditors are pleased to submit herewith the report 
of their audit and examination of the accounts of the Town of 
Winchester for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1956. 


Our audit included the accounts of the Board of Select- 
men, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Highway Com- 
missioner, Water Department, Fire Departments, Overseer of 
Poor, Library Treasurer, Trustees of Trust Funds, and Munici- 
pal Court. 


We wish to quote from our letter of instructions from the 
State Tax Commission, Division of Municipal Accounting, as 
to the two fundamental purposes of auditing. 


First: to determine whether all revenues to which the 
Town is entitled have been collected and turned in to the 
Treasurer, or properly verified as outstanding accounts. 


second: To determine whether all payments have been 
properly authorized and are in settlement of legitimate ac- 
counts.” 


To accomplish this we have compared vouchers and can- 
celled checks with supporting invoices and payrolls, as well 
as entries in the books of records; and checked receipts by 
source insofar as possible. 


Book balances at the close of the year were verified by 
reconciling the officials’ cash book balance with bank bal- 
ances, and uncollected taxes were verified by mailing notices 
approved by the State Tax Commission to a majority of the 
delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the collector's books. 


The books of all Town officials which we examined were

found to be in very excellent condition, and we are pleased to 
note several suggestions of previous years being carried out. 


We do bring to your attention the total over-draft of 
$13,110.80 on the Summer and Winter Maintenance accounts, 
and suggest the Selectmen undertake better control of these 
two accounts. Over-drafts on all other accounts were small 
or accounted for.

The wading pool was open 
and supervised. 


Starting in September there was a Saturday morning 
playground for children 5 to 12; 118 children registered. The 
Junior High football program was scheduled for three times 
a week, and there were 18 boys active in the group. This same 
group of boys was carried over into a winter bowling program 
with good attendance. A bowling program was established 
for the Junior and Senior High girls. The high school boys 
have formed a regular bowling league of four teams with 
six men on a team and are having a successful season. The 
bowling alleys have been used to capacity this fall with the 
V. F. W. Men's league on Monday nights; Women's League, 
Tuesday nights; Hinsdale Men's League, Wednesday nights; 
High School Boys’ League and Tannery League, Thursday 
nights; and open bowling, Friday nights. The ice rink at 
your Community Center was at last successful and has served 
approximately 700 people in a two weeks’ period. Lights were 
provided by the Kiwanis. 
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The Tiger's Den (Teen-age canteen in the new rumpus 
room) now has 26 members and has had an average weekly 
attendance of 25. The Tiger's Den is a place for the high 
school students to meet every Wednesday night to dance and 
play games. I anticipate another night being set aside with 
similar activities for the Junior High group in the near future. 


Special activities at your Community Center have included 
three Halloween Parties and a Christmas holiday program. 
In cooperation with the Kiwanis, your Community Center was 
able to give three Hallowe’en Parties serving some 300 people 
from. toddlers up through high school age. The Christmas 
holiday program included such events as a Christmas decora- 
tion display, Christmas story time, making one’s own Christ- 
mas cards, decorating the Christmas tree, the town Christmas 
tree lighting, free movies and trips through some of Winchest- 
er’s industries. 


It is worth noting, I think, that in the first three weeks of 
the year 1957 the facilities of your Community Center have 
been used by 2,058 people. This figure does not include the 
school classes held at the Center.

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Report of Health Officer 


During this past year there have been a small number of 
cases of communicable disease among the children, reported 
to me. These cases included Scarlet Fever, Whooping Cough, 
Measles, Infectious Mononucleosis and Venereal Disease. 


The quarantine cases were cared for and the other cases 
reported to health centers affected. 


The Health Officer has many and sundry duties. 


The past year two horses that died were buried by this 
department with the aid of the Highway Department. 


My duties have covered Ashuelot, Brattleboro, Keene and 
Winchester and in the placement of children I have contacted 
the State and County where necessary. 


Wells and springs have been inspected and water has 
been tested for pollution with reports made to owners, advis- 
ing the proper procedure. 


Septic tanks and dry wells have been examined as to 
new locations. 


Complaints regarding pigs in a neighborhood were 
checked and found in order. 


Owing to complaints because of noise and unclean and 
unhealthy conditions resulting from numerous dogs in a 
home action was taken and the occupant and dogs evacuated. 


There is still much to be done in preventing rubbish from 
being thrown into the river and on the river bank. I hope to 
see the day when the people of our town will cooperate in this 
matter making it the clean and beautiful town it could be. 
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In June your Health Officer attended the New England 
Health Institute at the University of N. H. in Durham. This was 
a three day conference and the First General Session was held 
on Tuesday morning, June 12 in New Hampshire Hall. The 
sessions were divided into eight groups, each group having a 
special interest in a specific field. I took part in the discussions 
of Group IV which included Health Officers, Hospital Adminis- 
trators and Business Managers. The subject was ‘Problems in 
Case of Disaster.'" The leader was Dr. Robert E. Archibald, 
Mass. Public Health, and there were four resource persons. Dr. 
Francis Gallup of Connecticut answered many questions and 
gave information as to procedures in times of flood, fire and 
other emergencies, applying his own experience during the 
last flood which covered a large part of Connecticut. 


Governor Lane Dwinnell was the main speaker at the 
close of business and banquet the third day.

To the School Board and Citizens of Winchester: 
I have the honor to submit my tenth annual report. 


STAFF CHANGES: There are two new teachers this year 
at Thayer High School... Mr. Arthur T. Coogan, supervisor of 
music for the past two years, resigned to accept a similar posi- 
tion in Rhode Island. His position was filled by the election of 
Mr. Marvin 8S. Zimmer who holds both the Bachelor's Degree 
and the Master’s Degree from Ithaca College. Due to increas- 
ing enrollments at the highschool level, an additional teacher 
was needed, particularly in the junior high school area. Mrs. 
Eileen B. Little, teacher in the sixth grade at the Center School, 
was elected to the new high school position. 


There were several changes at the Center School. Mrs. 
Grace E. Ingham, former first grade. teacher, assumed the 
duties of teaching the sixth grade. Mrs. Mary M. Gline, a 
graduate of Keene Teachers College, became the new first, 
grade teacher. Upon the resignation of Mrs. Juliana A.

As was stated in last year’s report, long-range planning 
for Winchester’s future school needs is essential. The above 
table indicates that in the school year 1958-59, grades 1, 3, 4 
and 6 at the Center School will have enrollments in excess of 
40 pupils. This means that we will need at least three rooms 
outside of Center School for relief. One more room besides 
the two rooms now in use at the Community Center will have 
to be found. 


The housing of the elementary grades continues to be 
Winchester’s problem. September of 1958 is not far distant. 
Plans should be formulated now to take care of the anticipated 
increase in enrollments. 


The Winchester School Board and the Winchester Schoo! 
Planning Committee are cognizant of the problem and have 
held a number of meetings in attempting to arrive at its solu- 
tion. Meetings have been held with similar groups from sur- 
rounding communities which have their own school problems. 
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The possibility of a cooperative high school with these com- 
munities has been considered. If such a high school should 
be built, our present high school building could be converted 
to elementary school use. 


The probability of a cooperative high school being built 
in this area in the immediate future appears to be remote at 
the moment. Yet, September of 1958 is the immediate future 
if time is to be allowed for sound planning. Winchester can- 
not wait too long if the elementary pupils are to be adequately 
housed. Unless there is assurance of a cooperative high 
school in the not too distant future, Winchester should, per- 
haps, be thinking in terms of a new elementary school. To 
wait indefinitely for a cooperative high school, something 
which may not materialize, would be denying the elementary 
school children their right to modern school facilities. 


The Center School building is not getting any younger or 
newer. It is not large enough for our needs. The people of 
Winchester are surely aware that its safety factors are not ac- 
ceptable according to today’s standards. Most certainly, the 
elementary school problem in Winchester needs immediate 
attention. I am confident that the citizens of this community 
will recognize the challenge confronting them and will face up 
to it accordingly. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers, pupils and parents, the School Board and the patrons 
of our schools for their cooperation.
